ORDER

The Agency for International Development claimed that TCG International, LLC
(TCG), owed the agency $1,832,567 because it had not provided an incurred cost submission
for 2008, as required by a contract between the parties.  TCG appealed the contracting
officer’s decision which made this claim.

TCG has now provided the submission in question, and the contracting officer has
rescinded his decision.  The parties have jointly moved the Board to dismiss the appeal with
prejudice.
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The motion is granted.  The appeal is DISMISSED WITH PREJUDICE.
